Farmers in Revolt. 


The attention of the British people has 
been seized by the English farmers’ 
ultimatum tothe Government. According to 
Mr. German, head of the National Farmefs' 
Union, the agricultural industry in England 
has reached the end of its tether. Ever 
since the war, and, indeed, even before 
the ‘war, the English farmer has been in 


has been urging’ its claims on successive 
Governments, but, apart from Mr. Lloyd 
George’s, rosy promises, which, of course, 
never were kept, it has received, no satis- 
faction of any kind. High taxes and. the 
incréased cost of labour have brought the 
matter to a head, and the farmers an- 
nounce quite frankly that, unless the 
Government does something to. relieve 
their heavy burdens, they will reduce the 
area of arable land very considerably and 
will confine their efforts to grass farming. 
They demand protection. The growers cf 
grain suggest that the present duty on 
tea shall be transferred to imported 
wheat, while the potato and yegetahle 
growers insist that markets shall be 
“ licensed,’’ or, in other words, that no 
foreign produce shall be sold until home 
supplies are exhausted. Mr. German and 
his eleven principal lieutenants have asked 
for an immediate interview with the Prime 
Minister, before whom they propose to 
put the farmers’ case in the strongest 
manner. If the Government takes no 
acticn, they declare that they will give up 
ploughing altogether and will reduce their 
labour to an absolute minimum. 

There are, roughly, eleven million acres 
of ploughed land in England. If even three 
millions of these acres be allowed to go 
to grass, at least 50,000 labourers will 
swell the already alarming total of the un- 
employed. During the past year some 
400,000 arable acres have been given over 
to grass, and the movement in favour of 
a grazing policy is spreading throughout 
the country. From a national point of 
view the success Of such a policy would be 
ruinous. Britain's.dependence on imported 
food is the weakest’ spot in her national 
armour. At one period. during the war, 
when the submarine campaign was at its 
height, the stock of foodstuffs in the, 
country was sufficient to last only for three 
weeks, and the whole Allied cause was in 
the gravest danger. In the future aero-

| Lord Morley. 

‘The Great War, with its aftermath of 
political revolution, has made a breach in 
the continuity of ‘history. To-day an 
atmosphere of remoteness surrounds the 
lives of men who were eminent on the 
public stage twenty years ago, but had 
left it before that fateful day in August, 
1914. Time is a matter of feeling rather 
than of years and hours. To the young 
Englishmen and Irishmen of 1923 Joseph | 
Chamberlain and John Redmond: are 
figures nearly, if not guite, as shadowy 
as Disraeli and Isaac Butt. This curious 
sense of remoteness attaches to the career 
of . Viscount Morley of Blackburn, whose 
death we announce to-day, although little 
more than a decade has passed since he 
held an Imperial office of vast responsi- 
bility.. His death, in his eighty-fifth year, 
means the passing not only of a figure, 
but, in all probability, of a type. We may 
believe that British politics in the future, 
with its increasing loss of leisurely ideals 
and the increasing pressure of popular 
needs and “programmes,”” will furnish 
little scope for the academic statesman. 
John Morley was a philosopher first and. 
a politician afterwards, and, unlike the 
greatest. survivoramong his contemporaries, 
the Earl of Balfour, he was unable to 
keep his philosophy and his politics in 
different compartments. For him politics 
was a science, He may have started with 
some illusions, even though he was forty- 
six when he.entered. Parliament; but ex- 
perience foréed him to define politics as 
‘the science of the second best. ' Morley 
discovered, in Ireland and in India, that 
tradition, passion. and prejudice still 
mould the minds of nations and that the 
counsels of his great master, Burke, 
remain counsels of perfection. He was 
Chief Secretary for Ireland under two 
liberal Administrations—an ineffective 
Prospero in an island “full. of noises.” 
The story of the Home Rule Bill of 1886 
and of his own part in it is told in his 
“Life of Gladstone.” He failed, of 
course—the only -institution which he 
founded in Ireland was ‘“* Morley’s 
magistrates,” who predeceased him—but 
his intellectual integrity saved him from 
the depths of unsuccess that were probed 
by Mr. Birrell. History will bracket Lord 
Morley and Viscount Grey of Fallodon as 
ithe last members of the. old school of 
| British Liberalism. ‘Neither has been 
'unwotthy of the highest teachings and 
practice of that school, which in the past, 
if it did not produce. many great policies, 
produced a large number of great men 
and guarded jealotsly the eighteenth 
century association - between  statecraft 
and letters. Indeed, it is from that 
century that Lord Morley derives his 
chief title to fame. He will be remembered 
rather as a critic than as a creator. He 
failed.as a statesman in Ireland, but he 
analysed with illuminating power and pre: 
cision the mind of the greatest political 
Irishman who ever lived. When his Chief 
Secretaryship of Ireland is as well for- 
gotten as the: Consulship of Tacitus his 
studies of Burke and. Voltaire and 
Rousseau will be a treasured possession 
of educated posterity.

This is far below the actual ra‘s 
of exchange, the quotation being at ine 
rate of 12,000,000 to the pound, compare‘ 
with the ruling rate of somewhere about 
750,000,000. There must be scores of mn 
galling these notes at prices which must 
eave them a handsome margin of proft. 
and, curiously enough, they appear to ' 
doing quite a brisk trade. Many peop's 
are buying them as ctirios, well knowing 
their worthlessness so far as currency 
vaine is concerned.

It is considered in well-informed circles that 
if the Stresemann Cabinet were to resign in 
the face of a demand for capitulation, the 
alternative would a Dictator from the Ex- 
treme Right, with all the attendant disorder 
that would follow repression.

POSTPONEMENT OF LOCAL 
ELECTIONS.

The Irish Free State Government Publicity 
Department issues the following statement :— 

“The Local Government elections in the 
Irish Free State are to be further postponed. 
Under the Postponement. of Local Elections 
Act (1922), they cannot, now be deferred to a 
date later than the 31st of December. Owing 
to various fntended changes in the Local 
Government system, and to the backward 
state of rate collection in the several counties, 
the Oireachtas will be asked to grant powers 


to postpone them to a later date. 

“Of: the county rates for the year ended 
the ólst March, 1925, and previous years. 
there is outstanding at present a sum of 
£725,000. The amount outstanding on the 
Ist February, 1923, was £2,012,000, which by 
the Ist June had been reduced by one-half; 
but owing to the general election and to Irre- 
gular propaganda, in which remission of such 
payments was freely promised if anti-Govern- 
ment candidates were elected, little more than 
£250,000 has been paid in during the last four 
months, notwithstanding improved. machinery 
for collection. Local elections, if now held, 
would inevitably cause further delays in collec- 
tion, and it is felt that a postponement will 
best serve the interests of effective local ad- 
ministration. 

“‘ After the £725,000 arrears have been col- 
lected the current rates will necessarily, in 
turn, be somewhat in arrear;. but vigorous 
steps will be taken to collect these also, so 
that in the spring it may be possible for men 
standing for efficient administration to seture 
election to the new bodies. : 

“The Government are considering the in- 
troduction of a bill to effectively increase the 
collection powers of local authorities and their 
officers, and thus to promote a healthy condi- 
tion of civic affairs.”

Fuller details are now to hand of the 
Communist © disturbances which occurred 
ay at Stara-Zagora and Nova-Zagora. 
At three o'clock in the morning armed 
Communists entéred the Stara-Zagora railway 
Station, arrested the stationmaster and his 
staff, and prevented the running of trains. 
Troops attacked the Communists, and 
dispersed them about six o'clock. In their 
retreat the Communists did some damage to 


the permanent way. 
At Nova-Zagora, at six o’clock in the morn- 


ing, about 200 Communists attacked the rail- 


way station, killing three persons and holding 
up the trains. Towards midday troops from 


Stara-Zagora and Yamboli advanced on Nova- | 


Zagora. They used only rifles at first, but 
later artillery was brought into action. At 
about 5 p.m. ‘the troops entered the town and 
relieved the railway station. 

After sustaining severe losses the ‘Com- 
munists retreated to the hills near the town, 


but they were eventually driven out, and: 


many of them were arrested. 
Near Tchernagora railway station, in the 
neighbourhood of Stara-Zagora, a passenger 


train was derailed as a result of the damage 


done to the line. Commmnists barricaded 


themselves behind the train, but they were) 


scattered by troops from Tchirpan.

SUICIDE TO AVOID ARREST. 


Seven Communists, constituting probably the 
Provisional Executive Committee of the party 
in place of the arrested leaders, held a meet- 
ing in a private house. 

e police heard of the meeting, and sent a 
force to arrest the Communists. . The latter 
fired on the policemen, killing one. One of 
the Communists committed suicide, three were 
arrested, and the other three escaped. It is 
thought that the latter will be arrested almost 
immediately, as their -whereabouts is known. 

A strong semi-official denial is given. of the 
reports which continue to be circulated regard- 
ing alleged encounters between Communists 
and Agrarians, on the one hand. and Govern- 
ment troops, on the other. It is, however, 
stated that on September 20 local troubles 
occurred in some towns in Southern Bulgaria, 
but they were suppressed, the same day. . In 
order to prevent a recurrence of such incidents 
in other localities, and with a view to main- 
taining order. the Government has decided to 
proclaim martial] law for the time being. 

A Royal décree has been issued dissolving 
the Chamber. The date of. the elections has 
not yet been fixed, but. according to the Con- 
stitution, they must take place not, later than 
two months after the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment.

MOVEMENT NOT REGARDED 
AS SERIOUS. 


A strong semi-official denial is issued here 
of certain reports emanating from Belgrade 
regarding the disturbances in Bulgaria. It 
ig declared that the news published in the 
Serbian capital to the effect that five hundred 


thousand Communists and Agrarians have | 


revolted against’ the Government, that the 


latter is on the verge of being overthrown, | 


and that the King has abdicated, are false 
in .évery particular, and: are’ being dis- 
seminated with ulterior motives... 

Throughout ‘the North-East and West of 
Bulgaria. the semi-official’ announcament 
states, there have been no. disturbances since 
the advent to power of the present Govern- 
ment. In certain places in Sotth Bulgaria, 
notably in the districts of Stara; Zagora, 
Tchirpat and Nova Zagora, Communists 
created disturbances on September 20, with 
the object of seizing power and proclaiming 
a Soviet régime. At Stara Zagora, on Sep- 
tember 20, 300 Communists attacked a 
barracks at three o’clock.in the morning, and 
attempted to disarm the garrison. ey 
were dispersed, however, with five killed and 
ten wounded. 

The town of Thirpau was also attacked by 
a party of about two hundred Communists, 
which was repulsed. The assailants, in re- 
treating, did some damage to the permanent 
way, which resulted in the derailment of 
a passenger train. The damage was very 
slight and there were no casualties. In a 
pursuit, organised by the. gendarmerie, 50 
Communists were killed and wounded.

OVLRTHROWN BY TROOPS 


15 HOURS LATER. 


At Nova Zagora, three -hundred Com- 
munists attacked the Sub-Prefecture building, 
and, after taking ion of it, proclaimed 
a Soviet Republic; which lasted for 15 hours. 
Detachments of troops sent .y the garrison 
of the town of Yamboli relieved the town. In 
the course of-a pursuit of the bands, which 
were driven into the country, thirty-four Com- 
munists were killed, and majority of the 
others were made prisoners. 

Military detachments, who were despatched 
in various directions in these districts, arrested 
amall groups of Communists who had dis- 
persed and taken refuge in villages. - The 
majority of the Communists submitted volun- 
tarily, and gave up the arms in their posses- 
sion. The losses on the side of the. Govern- 
ment forces were two killed and 
wounded. ' 

In Sofia seven Communists were surrounded 
by the police in a house in the suburbs. The 
Conpestianlathe were arrested after fighting, in 
which one communist was killed. Complete 
calm prevails in the capital.—(Reuter.)

AN EXPERIMENTAL AIR

‘NORTHERN GOVERNMENT’S 


INTEREST. 


- The Government of Northern Ireland are 
showing a keen interest in the experimental 
air service which the Air Ministry have in- 
augurated between Plymouth and Belfast. The 
permanent establishment of such a service 
will, if it can be placed on a self-supportin 
basis, be of great benefit to the commercia 
interests of Ulster. 

Mr. Noel Smith, of the Air Ministry, who 
was recently in Belfast, had several con- 
ferences with the Ministry of Commerce on 
the whole subject of air communications, and 
the most cordial co-operation exists between 
the two: departments. At a later stage the 
results of the experiment will be carefully 
analysed by the Air Ministry and the Ministry 
of Commerce, and all possible steps will be 
taken to link up Belfast with the air-ways 
of the world.

STABBED TO DEATH IN A 


TRAIN IN INDIA. 


. Reuter’s Correspondent at Calcutta tele- 
graphed yesterday that ‘Colonel. William 
Magill Kennedy, formerly of the Indian Army 
and Chairman of the Assam Labour Associa- 
tion, was found dead in a train near 
Monghyr, a city of Bengal, on res. He 
had been stabbed to death, presumably by 
robbers, but it was not known at the time 
if any of his property was missing. The body 
has been taken to Monghyr. 
Colonel Kennedy. C.1.E., of Mullantean, 
Stewartstown, Co. Tyrone, was born in 1868, 
and educated at the Royal School, Dungan- 
non, and Trinity College, Dublin. He joined 
the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers in 1887. trans- 
ferred to the Indian Staff Corps in 1892, and 
was posted to the Madras Infantry. He took 
part in the Chin Hills Expedition -of 1892- 
1893. In 1894 he was appointed Assistant 
Commissioner of Assam, Deputy Commissioner 
1905, and in the same year became Commis- 
sioner of Excise and Salt, and Inspector- 


eight. 


General of Registration for Eastern Bengal 
and Assatn, a post which he held till 1911. In 
1906 he became a member and Secretary of 
the Assam Labour Enquiry Committee. He 
acted as second secretary and then as officiat- 
ing Chief Secretary of the Chief Commissioner 
of Assam in 1912-1913. He was a member of 
the Assam Legislative Council from. 1912 to 
1915, when he-became Chairman of the Assam 
Labour Board. From 1917 to 1919 he was the 
Tea Commissioner for India. 

Colonel Kennedy retired in 1920. but subse- 
qently returned to India as Travelling Super- 
intendent of the tea districts for the Assam 
Labour Association. 


NEW LONDON PLAY. 


** CATHERINE,” AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 

History has been ransacked and re- 
burnished for the plot of “Catherine,” and 
Tschaikowsky’s music has been adapted to 
provide the accompaniment for this new musi- 
cal comedy, which was produced at the Gaiety 
Theatre on Saturday night. 

The ‘juxtaposition of some of the composi- 
tions was a trifle disconcerting, and the in- 
clusion of the final theme of ‘‘ 1812,” as a 
wedding march at the end of the play, was 
surprising. On the whole, however, the 
adaptation of the Russian con:poser’s music 
created the atmosphere that the producers 
wished to obtain, and opened up a new vista 
in the realm of musical comedy for. managers 
who wish to escape the exactations and fees of 
modern composers. 

The authors of the book—Mr. Reginald 
Arkell and Mr. Fred. de Gresac---have taken 
the same liberties with the history of the 
girl of the people who became the Empress of 
All the Russias, as Mr. Robert Evett and Mr. 
J. Kien ‘have taken with Tschaikowsky’s 
music,.and in so doing they have crea a 
part in which Miss Jose Collins revels. 

The story begins with her capture, after 
the fall of Marienburg, and ends with her 
marriage to Peter the Great. She is first 
shown as a simple nt girl, who has come 
to the victorious Field-Marshal Menshikoff’s 
‘camp to plead for the life of her beloved 


pastor. 

Menshikoff falls in love with her, and takes 
her to his palace in Moscow, but on the day 
of their marriage the Tsar orders Menshikoff 
to marry a countess. This, the Field-Marshal 
refuses to do, and Marts, the peasant girl, is 
about to fly from Russia with him when the 
gipsy, who told her fate and predicted her 
rise to fame when she .was a simple maiden 
in Marienburg, enters the palace, and 
warns her not to go. She pleads 
with the Tsar for Menshikoff's life, 
and obtains his pardon from the Little Father, 
only to find that her lover spurns her. 

Musical comedy tradition demands that the 
heroine should be unspoiled and virtuous, so 
Catherine is made as innocent as she is 
lovely, although common-sense as well as our 
history tells us that the illiterate woman, of 
osbeure origin, who rose to the exalted posi- 
tion of Empress of. All the Russias, was not 
quite the simple maiden that the authors 
would have us believe. i 

However, Miss Josie Collins did her best to 
keep up the illusion, and give substance to a. 
shadowy story or unrequited love, She is the 
dominant personality in the R ed and with 
the exception of Mr. Robert. Michaelis, as 
Field-Marshal, the only character with a part 
that calls for anything exceptional in the way 
of either singing or acting. we 

The humour is more atmospheric than indi- 
vidual, but Mark Lester, Billy Leonard, and 
Amy Augarde contrive to provide some amus- 
ing interludes.

LORD MORLEY, 
i “As eres: ae he Be 
A FRIEND OF IRELAND. 


In the course of a biography of Lord Morley 
The Times says :—That Morley should have 
been appointed Chief Secretary after only 
three years in Parliament, and without . offi- 
cial ‘experience, is the strongest proof of 
Mr. Gladstone’s belief in him. The outside 
public were surprised, but his constituents re- 
elected him with a large majority, the issue 
which he put before stent being, ‘‘ concilia- 
tion instead of coercion.”” But during his 
short tenure of office he had no time to 
make his mark as an administrator; his work 
in Parliament and his constant personal ne- 
gotiations with Parliament occupied him day 
and night until the crisis was over. How 
it terminated is well remembered. The 
Liberal Unionists, Whig and Radical. led by 
Lord Hartington, John Bright. and Chamber- 
lain, broke away from their party, defeated 
the Government, and brought about a 
general election which reversed the last re- 
sult, and sent the Unionists back to power 
for a period which, with the exception of the 
interval 1892-1695, lasted for nearly twenty 
years. 

The Times also recalls that Morley’s last 
speech in the House of Lords was delivered 
in December, 1921, when he moved fhe 
Address at the opening of the special session 
held to ratify the Irish Treaty. It was not 
a long speech, but was impressive as an 
earnest and sincere retrospect from the point 
o< view.of one who had tried his best to 
serve Ireland.

NO CHANGE OF POLICY.

BODENMARKS. 


GERMANY’S NEW CURRENCY 


SCHEME. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 


A bill for the creation of a new currency 
provides that a Currency Bank shall be estab- 
lished by representatives of agriculture, in- 
dustry, trade and commerce, including trans- 
port, and by the banking world and owners of 
urban real estate. The new money is to be 
called the Bodenmark. . 

The bank will be independent of Govern- 
ment intervention as regards administration 
and conduct of business. The capita! of the 
new bank, which will be free from all 
taxes, is to be 2,400,000,000 Bodenmarks. 
mortgages will be raised on all landed pro- 
perty in the country and towns in gold marks, 
on ‘which the owners of property must pay a 
yearly interest of 65 per cent. In the case 
of industrialists, who are not owners of the 
property where their establishments are 
situated, the currency bank will receive pro- 
missory notes from them. : ! 

The currency bank will issue obligations in 
old marks which will serve as cover for the 

enmark, which will consist of a hundred 
bodenpfennings. “One bodenmark will be 
worth 358 grammes of fine gold. 

For the next two years the Currency Bank 

will be ‘authorised to grant Joars to the Reich 
in bodenmarks up to two milliards, and after 
a — of two years the Currency Bank will 
be definitely liquidated. 
The Reich will forthwith receive from the 
Currency. Bank a loan, free of interest, of 
300,000,000 bodenmarks, with which the 
Treasury bills discounted by the Reichsbank 
will be redeemed, while the Reichsbank, on 
its part, will buy back against bodenmarks 
the Reichsbank paver money which is in cir- 
culation.—({Reuter. )

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We regret to announce the death of Viscount 
Morley of Blackburn, which occurred peace- 
fully at 645 o'clock last evening. Lord 
Morley was in comparatively good health until 
yesterday morning, when he was taken ill 
suddenly. With his death a great figure has 
passed from the political stage, and Britain 
has lost one of her most notable men of 
letters. 

John "Morley was born on December 4th, 
1838, and was the eldest son of the late 
Jonathan Morley, M-D., of Blackburn, Lan- 
cashire. He ‘received his early education at 
Cheltenham College, and then went to Lincoln 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1859. 
In 1873 he was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 
Inn. Although be possessed gifts which might 
have won eminence for him in the legal pro- 
fession, a dominating inclination disposed him 
to adopt that of letters, for which, indeed, 
throughout the entire period of his academic 
life; he had been preparing by a course of 
severe self-training. Even before severing his 
connection with University circles he had at- 
tained distinction in the calling of his choice 
For several years he edited the Literary 
Gazette, in succession to’ Shirley Brooks, be- 
sides contribut.ng to the Saturday Review, 
and in 1867 he became editor of the then 
newly estabh::. id Fortni:- Atl, Peview. which 
he soon advanced to a foremost position in 
periodical literature. 

His fame as a man of letters was established 
by the publication of his biogtaphical studies 
of Edmund Burke in 1867, of Voltaire in 1872. 
of Rousseau in 1876, and of his essay on 
Compromise in 1874, followed by Diderot and 
the Encyclopedists in 1878. 

POLITICAL AMBITIONS. 

Though by nature and training a literary 
man, John Morley had already developed 
political ambitions, professing opinions of a 


pronounced Radical type. in 1869 he con-

Unsuccessful in 
both instances, he again turned to literature, 
producing his volume on Cobden in 1881, and 
occupying ‘the editorial chair of the Pall Mall 
(razette from ‘1880 to 1883. Brought now 
into the vortex of political affairs, his desire 
to. .possess a seat in “Parliament revived, and 
“he gradually drifted into the resolution to 
quit the ambush of the editor’s room and 
serve in the ranks.’’ His opportunity oc- 
curred in February, 1883, when, at a by-elec- 
tion at Newcastle-on-Tyne caused by the death 
of Mr. Ashton Dilke, he was, returned ag an 
advanced Liberal, defeating his Conservative 
opponent, Mr. Gainsford Bruce, by a majority 
of 2,256. poi 

The new member was in his 46th year when 
he first walked up the floor of the House of 
Commons to take the oath. The atmosphere 
in which “he now found himself was 
unfamiliar, and his début was not calculated to 
produce the impression that he would ever 
become a Parliamentary success. Writing 
ten yéars after its occurrence, Mr. (now Sir) 
Henry Lucy thus narrated Incident : 
‘“ The House’ was crowded on every bench 
to hear the maiden speech of the biographer 
of Burke and Cobden, the philosopher who 
had written ‘On Compromise,’ the man who 
had thrown fresh light on the working of the 
minds of Voltaire and Rousseau. It 
moreover, a friendly audience, generously 
eager to welcome a new acquisition to its 
intellectual forces. ‘That the speech was 
full of weighty matter, carefully prepared, 
goes without saying. This was, perhaps, the 
secret of its failure. It was an essay on the 
question of the hour, and would have been 
well enough, if the course usually found con- 
Vveniert in communicating essays to an audi- 
ence had been permissible, and the new mem- 
ber had been allowed to read straight through 
his manuscript. That was out of order, and 
Mr. Morley, with parched tongue and 
blanched face, painfully stumbled through an 
imperfect recital.’’ 

At this period a speech in the House of 
Commons was to him a serious business. not 
lightly to be undertaken, since ' to his almost 
ascetic literary taste the looser style of ex- 
pression which passes with a public audience 
is shocking.’’ Thus matters stood for several 
sessions. “Mr. Morley occasionally took part 
in debate, and was always listened to with re- 
spect, though never with te But at 
last came a turning-point. He hapnened to 
find himself on a platform at Leeds, faced bv 
a crowded audience. He had come prepared 
with the customary lecture. Something said 
early in the speech drew from the hichly- 
strung audience a rousing cheer. Mr. Morlev, 
following up the Jine thus opened, speke on 
without reference to his notes, delighting the 
audience and. probably astonishing himself 
with the ease and success of this daring ex- 
periment.

Balfour’s Administration, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman came into office, and patty 
retirement of that statesman through ill-health 
in 1908 the Liberal Cabinet was reconstituted 
with Mr. Asquith as Premier. On April 12th 
the list of the new Ministry was issued, It 
was announced that Mr. Morley, who had de- 
clined the Chancellorship of the Exchequer, 
would continue to hold his post as Sec ry 
of State for India, and then would to the 
Upper House as Viscount Morley of Blackburn. 
The first General Election of 1910 brought 
about no change in his position at the India 
Office, but after the second at the close of the 
vear he exchanged the Indian Secretaryship 
for that of the Colonies with the Earl of 
Crewe. It was.generally conceded that Lord 
Morley’s administration of Indian affairs dur- 
ing a specially trying period was successful 
upon the whole, and so much was acknow- 
ledged in India itself. 

IN RETIREMENT. 
leaving the India Office, Lord 
became Lord President of the 
Council, and held position until 
August, 1914, when retired. 
that time until the end he lived quietly 
among his books. In 1917 he published: his 
‘* Recollections.”’ Occasionally he was seen 
in the House of Lords, but he seldom in- 
tervened in debates. The last time he spoke 
in the Chamber was in December, 1921, when 
hs» moved the second reading of the Irish 
Free State Bill, 

During his long life Lord Morley received 
many honours. He was a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, a Bencher of Lincoln’s Inn, 
an Honorary Fellow of All Souls’ College, 
Oxford, a D.C.L. of Oxford, and a member 
of the Order of Merit. His characteristics , 
have been much discussed. In the popular 
judgment he was as severe in disposition as 
he was in bearing and in appearance. Cer- 
tainly, he did not make friends easily; but 
to his friends he was the most genial of hosts 
and the most delightful of companions. 
Sincerity was the keynote of hia character, 
and to political friends and political foes 
alike he was known as “‘ Honest John.” 


MR. ASQUITH’S TRIBUTE. 


On learning of the death of Lord Morley 
Mr. Asquith last night communicated to the 
Press Association the following tribute :— 

“This is not a tragedy, but it means the 
disappearance of the last survivor of the 
heroic age. He was my first political mentor, 
and for: more than thirty years a wise coun-. 
sellor, the best of comrades, and, in those 
last years, an unfailing and devoted, revered 
friend. Only last week I had from him an 
affectionate letier, which I shall always 
treasure. English literature and the “great 
traditions of public life are impoverished by 
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THE MARQUIS OF RIPON. 


The Marquis of Ripon died suddenly whilst 
out shooting on the moors at Studley Royal, 
his Yorkshire residence, on Saturday. 

The Marguis was engaged with two friends 
in a grouse drive in the afternoon on the 
moors, when, on the termination of the drive, 
he suddenly collapsed and fell. The gentle- 
men at once hurried to his assistance and a 
doctte was summoned, but before he arrived 
Lord Ripon had died. 

Lord Ripon had not been under medical 
care of late, and during the week had been 
engag®l in shooting, and was quite himself. 

The body was conveyed to Studley Royal 
under the care of Doctors Harding and Green- 
wood and the agent, Mr. Wade, who was one 
of the sportsmen shooting with his lordship. 

The funeral has been provisionally fixed for 
next Wednesday at Studley Royal. 

The Marquis of Ripon had been for a num- 
ber of years Treasurer to Queen Alexandra's 
Household. He was one of Her Majesty’s 
most intimate friends, the number of whom 
is rapidly diminishing. 

The Marquis was born on the 29th of 
January, 1852, and succeeded his father, the 
first Marquis, in 1909. He was formerly a 
captain in the West Riding Volunteers, and 
as Earl de Grey represented Ripon in the 
Imperial Parliament from 1874 to 1880. In 
politics, like his distinguished father, he was a 
Gladstonian Liberal, but his tastes lay in a 
different direction, and he preferred the life 
of a_sporting country gentleman: to the ‘more 
arduous career of a statesman. 

He was considered one of the best shots in 
England, and made many “record ” bags. 
He was Deputy Lieut@nant for Surrey and one 
of the largest landed proprietors in that 
county. He married the widow of the Earl of 
Lonsdale, aunt to the present Earl of Pem 
broke, but of this marriage there was no 
issue, and the Marquisate now becomes. ex- 
tinct. — 

The founder of the family was Sir Thomas 
Robinson, a distinguished diplomat, and one 


raised to the peerage under the title of Baron 
Grantham. The father of the late nobleman 
was also greatly distinguished for his powers 
of diplomacy and was Secretary of State for 
War, India, and the Colonies, and finally was 
appointed by Mr. Gladstone as Viceroy of 
India; a marquisate was conferred on him in 
1871.- At one time he was Grand Master of 
English Freemasonry, but on becoming a 
Roman Catholic relinquished that office, and 
was succeeded by King Edward the Seventh, 
then Prince of Wales. 

The deceased Marquis never aspired to poli- 
tical office. He was widely respec in 
private life, and his sudden death will be read 
of with much, regret. 


MR. JOHN GIBSON MOORE. 


We regret to announce that Mr. John 
Gibson Moore, J.P., Chairman of Messrs. 
Switzer and Co., Ltd., Dublin, -died on 
Saturday at his residence, Glanduff Hall, 
Merrion. 

Mr. Moore had been ín declining health 
through old age, but was able to attend to 
business up to a month ago. . He was’ a. son 
of James Moore, of Bailieborough, Co. Cavan, 
and was born on the 7th September, 1838. 
In 1886 he joined the firm of Switzer and 
Co. as a director, and in 1914 succeeded the 
late Mr. John Hamilton Reed as Chairman, 
a position which he retained up to the time" 
of his death. Mr. Moore took a very active 

rt in the management of the company, and 


it was largely the result of his keen businega f 
capacity that the firm has grown to its present K 


prosperous position. One of a small number 
of gentlemen who started St. Andrew's 
College, Dublin, in 1894, he was a member of 
the original trustees of the College, in which 
he always took the greatest interest, A de- 
voted member of his Church, he was at all 
times concerned for its welfare. In his time, 
Mr. Moore was conhected with many efforts 
which had for their object the promotion of |

man, having visited not only the Continent of 
Europe, but also the United States and Africa;

As a matter 
of fact, no such result had been obtained. 
The present unfortunate strike in the Free 
State ports was having disastrous results for 
the Irish cattle trade, and the only outlet for 
the shipping of fat cattle to the English and 
Scottish ports was via Greenore, Belfast, and 
Londonderry. A certain proportion of cattle 
was being shipped via the ports named, but 
the additional cost to the owners was a very 
serious matter, and it must be calculated to 
cosg at least 20s. per head over normal cost 
of shipping via Dublin or other Free State 
port, That loss had to be borne by the Irish 
roducers, as the middleman was safe- 
guarded himself. No doubt, the existing con- 
ditions in connection with the cattle trade 
were refiected in the prices now obtainable by 
the producer in the Dublin Cattle Market, 
and had an adverse effect upon Irish indus- 
tries generally.

The statement made by Mr. J. J. Wash, 
Free State Postmaster-General, that it was 
not the intention of bis Government to continug 
the subsidy for the mail trains on the (real 
Northern sailway system was the subject of 
comment yesterday im business circles in Bel. 
fast. Inquiries which I have made indicat, 
that the advantage to the postal service of 
continuing the subsidy is not so great as ij 
might appear. 

Before the war the principal English mail 
for Belfast and the North of Ireland came 
via Holyhead and Kingstown, but for som 
time now the greater portion of the English 
and Scottish mail has been sent vic Larne 
and Stranraer, and later postings by the Fleet. 
wood and Ardrossan routes. The amount of 
mail matter, therefore, carried by the Kings. 
town-Holyhead route is much smaller than 
formerly. 

The principal change will be the discon- 
tinuance of the sorting vans on the morning 
train from Dublin and the evening train from 
Belfast. It 1 anticipated, however, that the 
Southern mails will be despatched by 
the first train from. Dublin at 
645 .am. They will arrive in 
Belfast unsorted, but it is expected that this 
will not interfere with the hour of delivery. 
If necessary, additional sorters will be utilised 
to handle the dispatch. The change will 
cause some delay in towns on the main line 
between Portadown and Belfast. The sorting 
van, however, will be continued from Porta- 
down to Londonderry, as at present. 

Considerable advantage would accrue to 
business people in both Dublin and Belfast if 
the night mail were sent again by late goods 
trains, as it was a few years ago. But it is 
not expected that there will be any improve- 
ment in this direction until the railway com- 
pany is convinced that the state of trade 
warrants the restoration of the late goods 
trains. Should such goods trains be restored, 
the mail traffic could be counted upon as an 
additional source of revenue for the railway 


company.

At, Muinebeag enalstown) District Ses- 
sions, before Mr. rife Price, Luke Dwyer, 
of Killoughternane, Borris, a farmer, was 
charged by Inspector Gerald Desmond, Civic 
Guard, Carlow, with having on various dates 
in the month of June, 1923, tendered can- 
celled bank notes, knowing them to have been 
stolen, and also with unlawfully having the 
notes in his possession. 

Mr. Terence Doyle, State Solicitor, appeared 
for the prosecution. ; 

Sergeant Patrick McDermot, in reply to 
Mr. er deposed that in month of 
June, 1925, Mr. Martin Barrett, agent of the 
Bank of Ireland, handed him some bank 
notes which had been stolen from the National 
Bank and put into circulation. He traced 
the notes, which, he said, had been given 
to different sow SET by the accused. He 
arrested the acc , who made a statement 
that he had the notes in his possession, and 
he got them all from one person. 

ined by Mr. M. Quinn, solicitor, 
who appeared for accused, the sergeant 
that the accused declined to give the name 
of the person who gave him the notes. He 
ie that he got the notes in change in 
McDermot’s public in Carlow. 

Mr. Martin Barrett, agent, Bank of Ireland, 
identified the notes, and gave the names of 
the different customers of the bank who had 
lodged them. i 

In reply to Mr. Quinn, he explained the 
manner in which the bank cancelled notes.

Graiguenamanag to a raid on the 
bank in the month of February, 1923. Three 
armed men entered the office, “held up ” the 
staff, and seized all the money in the office. 
He identified the £5 note and three £1 notes

Cross-examined by Mr. Quinn—He had the 
numbers of the notes in the books.

She did not know that there 
was anything wrong with the note until she 
brought it to the k, when the manager 
stated that it was a cancelled note. About 
three weeks after the transaction the accused 
called to her shop, and told her that if the 
£5 note was refused by the bank he would 
make it good. He also wrote a letter offer- 
ing to pay her the money after the fair in

knew the accused for years, and was aware 
that he was a good mark for the money. She 
would give him credit at any time. i 
Miss Annie Ryan stated that she was in 
of a grocery shop in Bagenalstown.

He wrote a 
letter stating that he would make the note

that her husband had a grocery, 
shop in Killoughternane, the townland where 
the accused resided. She remembered the 
raid in the Provincial Bank on the 15th 
December. The next day the accused paid 
her an account of £11 3s. 3d. She identified 
one of the notes now produced as one of those 
handed by the accused to her on the 14th 
December. 

In reply to Mr. Quinn, she stated that she 
had no doubt whatever about the note. 

Mr. Quinn addressed the Court on behalf of 
the accused. While he admitted that the ac- 
cused had the notes in his possession, he had 
them, he said, as a bona fide holder, and had 
got them in his business dealings. The ac- 
cused got married in the month of February, 
and received money with his wife by way of 
a dowry. It was possible that some of the 
notes could be traced if the accused were re- 
turned for trial. He was a respectabie man, 
and could give substantial bail. 

Mr. Doyle, on behalf of the prosecution, 
stated that the authorities desired the case 
to be disposed of by the District Justice under 
the powers given to him by the Public Safety 
Act. It had been proved in court that some 
of the money was paid by the accused the day 
after one of the bank raids in December, and 
his marriage did not take place until Feb- 


ruary. 
NINE MONTHS WITH HARD LABOUR. 

Mr. Price stated that he was satisfied that 
some of the notes which were raided from 
the Provincial Bank on 15th December were 
easily identified, and were in the possession 
of the accused on the next day. He was also 
satisfied that some of the notes taken in the 
second bank raid were also in his possession. 
The accused had failed to give any satisfactory 
account of the manner in which he came to 
have the stolen notes in his possession, and 
he had no alternative but to sentence him to 
nine months’ imprisonment with hard labour. 

Mr. Quinn pressed to have the hard labour 
sentence :emoved, but the Justice declined to 
grant the application. '
